Council To Decide 
East End, Wellsville 
And Midland Runs 


Councilmen today are studying 
proposals presented Friday after­ 
noon by two bus companies to 
decide which should be granted 
a franchise for the East End, Mid­ 
land and Wellsville runs. 
Propositions wrere presented by 
the Tri-State Transit Co., which 
now serves Chester and Newell, 
and Inter-City Transit Co., which 
operates the Grandview and Plea­ 
sant Heights lines. 
Both seek a franchise now held 
by the Holtz Transportation Co., 
which 
Council 
decided 
Monday 
night to revoke at the end of the 
60-day waiting period specified in 
the agreement. 


Although Tri-State made a ten­ 
tative deal Tuesday to buy the 
East End and Midland runs from 
Holtz, Inter-City also put in a re­ 
quest yesterday for the franchise. 
It also seeks the operating rights 
to Wellsville, now held by Holtz.

There is a slogan going around: 


“ Wait until Congress reconvenes.” it says. 


“ It will do something about steel strikes.” 


This is like sick-at-heart backers of a foot­ 


ball team that has just dropped another heart­ 


breaker saying, “ Wait until next year ” 
Steelworkers, steel towns, steel m anage­ 
ment. men and women being laid off because 
of steel shortages—they can’t wait until next 
year for anything. 
If lawyers for United Steelworkers can 
piddle away enough time in court over the 
Taft-Hartlev Act injunction, there soon will 
be no doubt about the national emergency 
they insist has not happened yet. 
It will happen in November. There will 
be no Thanksgiving for payless steelworkers, 
debt-ridden steel towns and down-and-out un­ 
employed workers idled by history's longest 
steel strike 


NO ONE except a Pollyanna trying to put 
a bright face on a spook thinks what Con­ 
gress might do next year will make things 
easier this year 
And even a Pollyanna would be straining 
to think Congress will do anything next year, 
except think about the national campaign. 
It has just finished passing a law the unions 
didn't want—the Landrum-Griffin Act. It will 
want to measure the political reaction from 
that before it makes further moves to in­ 
crease the responsibilities of union leaders 
As for deciding that strikes should be settled 
by compulsory arbitration, it may have been 
demonstrated by a railroad strike early next 
year that compulsory arbitration has no more 
to offer than a Taft-Hartley Act injunction. 
Rail workers already have compulsory arbi­ 
tration.

Among the pamphlets which the Ohio State 
Bar Association offers for the public's use is 
one concerning the obligations and proper 
conduct of witnesses in court actions 
It contains pertinent material which resi­

“ It m ay be that some day you will be 
called upon to tell in court some facts you 
know — to be a witness in a lawsuit. If 
so. don't refuse Your testimony m ay be a b ­ 
solutely necessary for a just verdict in the 
case. 
“ Our American system of justice requires 
trials to decide the rights of people, and 
trials require witnesses. The court m ay even 
order you to appear 
Most trials are decid­ 
ed on the facts, told under oath by people 
who relate what they have seen and heard. 
“ It is your duty as a citizen to submit your 
testimony when it is required Don’t shirk it. 
It m ay not always be convenient for you to 
leave your job or home and spend a day 
in court But rem em ber this: Some day the 
shoe m ay be on the other foot. You may 
find the fate of your ow’n case balanced on 
the willingness of someone to come forward 
and tell what he knows.’* 
The pamphlet contains the following rules 
to follow’ which m ay help you to be a good 
witness. They are: Never lose your temper; 
be attentive; think before you speak; speak 
clearly; if you don’t understand a question, 
esk that it be explained; answer all ques­ 
tions directly; stick to the facts; be helpful, 
not funny; be fair.

Indian to rise to the rank of briga­ 
dier general. 
Many others, among the thous­ 
ands of Haskell sheepskin owners, 
have risen high in private industry 
or government service. 
The slogan of Haskell is “ learn 
to earn.” and the promise is borne 
out IOO per cent. Every one of the 
160 vocational graduates in 1958 
for example, received employment 
—half of them before commence­ 
ment exercises 
Starting salaries 
averaged 
$3,312. 
although 
some 
were as high as $5,000. 
“ We don't have to look for jobs 
for our graduates anymore.” says 
Dr. Solon G. Ayres. Haskell super­ 
intendent. “ The jobs come to us 
and we have trouble filling the re­ 
quests.” 
Haskell has become the largest 
Indian school of its type in the 
country. 
Operated under the administra­ 
tion of the Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs, it provides an accredited high 


school program which qualifies its 
graduates to enter institutions of 
higher learning. In addition, it pro­ 
vides 
an 
added two-vear voca­ 
tional course which most of the 
students take. 
The school is a modern institu­ 
tion with up-to-date equipment and 
facilities and is located on about 
1.000 acres on the south side of 
Lawrence 
There are about 
IOO 
buildings, 
including 
dormitories, 
classrooms, an auditorium and li­ 
brary. 
Requirements for admission are 
that the applicant have at least one- 
fourth Indian blood and an eighth 
grade education.

THE RESOLUTION itself did not 
ask the United Nations to inter­ 
vene 
or 
to 
take

against the Chinese Communist re­ 
gime. 
Indeed it did not even mention 
Red China though it was obvious­ 
ly directed against the Peking re­ 
gime. It merely took cognizance 
of reports of what has been hap­ 
pening in Tibet and called “ for 
respect for the fundamental human 
rights of the Tibetan people and 
for their distinctive cultural and 
religious life ” 
Thus, it wvas only the expression 
of an opinion by the United Na­ 
tions General Assembly, which is 
the forum to which all oppressed 
peoples everywhere look for m or­ 
al support 
After the Chinese Communists 
invaded Tibet in 1950. the Peking 
government made an agreement 
with the Tibetans which provid­ 
ed for a certain measure of self­ 
government and for the protection 
of their religious freedom under 
the Dalai Lama. Even, however, in 
those cases where nations are not 
self-governing, the Charter of the 
United Nations does provide for 
a certain type of action which 
was in line with the resolution 
passed by the U N last week The 
U N. Charter in Article 73 says: 
“ Members of the United Nations 
which bine or assume responsi­ 
bilities for the administration of 


territories whose peoples have not 
yet attained a full measure of self­ 
government recognize the principle 
that the interests of the inhabitants 
of these territories are paramount 
and accept as a sacred trust the 
obligation to promote to the ut­ 
most. within the system of inter­ 
national peace and security estab­ 
lished by the present charter, the 
well-being of the

Hutchison finds Americans gen­ 
erally unaware of the great con­ 
cern Canadians 
feel 
because of 
their increasing dependence on the 
United States. 


BUT HE WARNS that Canadians 
themselves must 
make up their 
minds about v hat kind of future 
they want for their country 
“We 
cannot 
communicate 
our 
fundamental aims and policies to 
the United States until we are much 
clearer about 
them 
in 
our own 
minds ” He add* that never betore 
in history has Canada had such 
vague and undirected policies as it 
does today. 
Hutchison does not suggest that 
the United States has any thought- 
out. sinister design for swallowing 
Canada eeomomically 
Ironically 
he asks: ' Has any nation a better 
neighbor0” 
Nevertheless, he warn* that Can­ 
ada will lose much of its identity 
if the country continue* to be ab­ 
sorbed so rapidly by the huge com­ 
plex of U S economic and defense 
interests. 
Although Hutchison is an active 
worker for the opposition liberal 
party, many Conservatives leaders 
including Prime Minister John Die- 
fenbaker. agree with him 
In Detroit recently, Diefenbaker

lutionary thinking. It has several unusual mechani­ 
cal features, notably the rear-mounted, air-cooled 
aluminum engine. 
The six cylinders, which sit opposed to each other 
in sets of three, form a single unit with the trans­ 
mission and differential This is designed to trans­ 
mit the engine’s potential 85 horsepower to the driv­ 
ing wheels with less friction loss. The weight of the 
mechanism on these wheels gives the ear good trac­ 
tion on icy surfaces, and. of course, the air-cooled 
engine doesn't need water or anti freeze. Mechan­ 
ics will applaud tin' service accessibility; they sim ­ 
ply open up the Corvair’s rear deck lid and there 
are all of the works grinning at them. 
The four-door, unitized body (one which has 
been strengthened in construction so that it no 
longer requires a chassis or frame for support) is 
tin' lowest in tilt' industry, but it will still carry six 
normal-sized adults with a fair degree of comfort. 
The floors, front and rear, are flat because there is 
no hump for the transmission and drive shaft. Visi­ 
bility, looking forward over your luggage, is excel­ 
lent, as it is to the rear when backing the engine 


end into a tight parking space. Controls are normal 
except for a revival of the floor-mounted gearshift 
lever; automatic transmission is optional. The sedan 
will be followed later in 19(50 by a station wagon. 
Like the other two new compact offerings, a bare 
Corvair will cost you with taxes and heater about 
$1,900 or approximately 80 cents for each of its 
2,375 pounds. There is little else to buy besides a 
radio, automatic transmission ($135 on the C or­ 
vair), and maybe the deluxe trim option Except for 
Chrysler s Valiant, which offers power steering, the 
usual array of mechanical assists are considered 
extraneous on compact cars. 
These cars are designed to cruise happily on regu- 
lar-gradc gasoline at their maximum speed of 85 
miles per hour, wherever such a pace is legal. They 
have enough power to stay up in the traffic-light 
sweepstakes and average nearly 20 miles per gallon 
in the city and more than 30 on the turnpike. 
The Valiant stands on middle ground with respect 
to engineering and styling innovation. While all 
compact cars are dimensionally similar with their 
approximate 180-inch length and 70-inch width,

e r h a p s you’re familiar with various 
sayings about the daily struggle of men 
to get ahead.

SENT FOUR BOYS TO RUSSIA 


What goes on in a judge's heart as he decides 
the fate of four young Chicago 
boys whose parents are in the U.S.S.R.? 
Here is his own searching account 


by JUDGE THOMAS E. KLUCZYNSKI as told to ALFRED BALK 


A 
s I w a t c h e d the four boys file into 
the plane, I couldn’t help but feel the 
weight of my decision. I was sending 
these boys, who had been living happily 
in America, to Russia. I never doubted 
that my decision as judge of the circuit 
court was just. But seeing the young­ 
sters w ave alm ost tearful good-byes 
with their baseball gloves and White Sox 
caps, made me re-evaluate my responsi­ 
bilities as one of the most im portant 
forces in their lives so far. 
These were the Kozmin boys of Chi­ 
cago. You p ro b a b ly h av e read ab o u t 
them and w ondered w'hat m ade me 
order them to a land they had never 
seen—or apparently wished to see. 
Let me tell you about the decision, 
arrived at after long hours of study and 
hearings. 
In reviewing the case’s background, I 
learned that Georgi Kozmin, 55, and his 
wife, Nadejda, 37, had married in a DP 
camp in G erm any where they had three 


children. In 1950, they were brought to 
this country by a church group. The cou­ 
ple n ev er a d ju ste d to A m erican life. 
Their mounting frustrations contributed 
to breakdowns and both were commit­ 
ted to mental hospitals in 1953. 
The three boys, understandably, also 
su ffered em otional d istu rb a n ces. A 
social worker found them one morning 
huddled beneath the table where they 
had spent a terrified night. The children 
were made wards of the court and placed 
in foster homes. 
Within two years, the Kozmins were 
discharged. A fourth son was born and, 
because both parents were on relief, he 
too was made a ward of the court. But 
the Kozmins’ unhappiness with their 
a d o p te d la n d g re w , a n d in 1957, 
encouraged by Soviet representatives, 
they decided to return to their native 
country. Under the circumstances, the 
courts ruled that their children must 
remain here for the time being. The Koz­ 


mins left anyway, but they continued 
petitioning for their children. 
It was part of my duty to learn about 
the boys. I found them, aged 3 to 12, to 
be healthy and intelligent, with typically 
American appetites for baseball and hot 
dogs. The youngest, Peter, was an A m er­ 
ican citizen, happy and w’ell-adjusted. 
P au l, IO, w as a L ittle L ea g u e second 
baseman, proud of his visit to the his­ 
toric American West. George, ll. was 
w h a t I’d call “all b o y ” an d an avid 
reader. Richard, 12, high in IQ. tinkered 
with radios and participated in several 
sports. 
The old fears? Love and care in their 
foster homes had dispelled them. 
Did I have the right to tear these boys 
from the first secure, happy homes they 
had known and send them to a foreign 
country—to a “godless, callous police 
state,” as one man put it, the language 
of w h ich o n ly th e e ld e s t w as ev e n 
remotely familiar with ?

Yet one fact remained uncontested. According to Soviet 
representatives, the Russian Red Cross and Kozmin rela­ 
tives, the parents were well and working, he as an aviation 
mechanic and she as a custom seamstress. They had kept 
in contact with their children; they had another son; and 
they wanted their family together.

id I, the father of seven, have the right to keep any 
family apart? 
In my mind, I could hear discussions I had had with 
my brother, a U. S. Congressman, about w hat our coun­ 
try is and what has made it a beacon of salvation to so 
many peoples. We had agreed that the basis is in certain 
“unalienable rights” which no man, no matter what 
powers the people give him, can abridge. 
Certainly, one of these rights is that of parents to rear 
their children. If the parents are fit, it is a law of God 
and nature that a family be together. 
“A law of God”—w hat would that have meant to the 
Soviets! W hat respect had they ever shown for the family? 
What “unalienable rights” had they ever bow'ed to? These 
thoughts, too, inevitably came to mind. 
But during the hearings, I would glance from the attor­ 
neys to the boys sitting nearby. Paul, who seldom saw 
Richard and George, would always sit between them so 
he could touch and feel them again. The four, always 
quiet and well-behaved, would group together for a pre­ 
cious moment of love no foster home could provide. 
Their simple actons were more powerful than any 
laws or abstract ideas. This was a family and, under the 
circumstances, could no longer be kept apart. It made 
no difference what Russia would have done. There was 
only one decision to make, and it had been made long ago. 
An ideology like Communism may challenge it, but the 
unity of the family will survive as it has survived other 
challenges. 
The Kozmins are together again and, I hope, in lasting 
happiness. I understand when the boys landed in Mos­ 
cow, officials snatched away their baseball gloves and 
hats before photographers took their pictures. 
But I think the Kozmin boys brought something more 
important and indestructible to Russia. They brought the 
idea that Americans have the courage to live up to their 
beliefs in the rights of individuals and families—rights 
which, if respected everywhere, would never have led 
the Kozmins into tragedy in the first place. 


Unhappy here, the Kozmins returned to 


Russia to continue custody fight now won. 
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Released from Chicago mental hospital, the Kozmins 


had Peter, began fight to get back their other sons.
